The Dolan Block on Andover Street 
Completely Wrecked 


CHILD 
TESTIFIES

A 
new four-story 
tenem ent house 
u n d er course 
of construction 
at 
the 
corner of Concord and Andover streets 
Is nearly a total wreck due to the col­ 
lapse of a Are wall. 
People in that vi­ 
cinity w hen the collapse occurred, 
a 
few m inqtes afte r I o’clock tills afte r­ 
noon, thought th at portion of the city 
bad 
been 
visited by 
an earthquake, 
b u t 
the constant 
tum bling of bricks, 
th e cracking of tim bers and the snap­ 
ping of boards and scantling soon call­ 
ed 
th eir 
attention 
to the 
tumbling 
building. 
The building is being erected by Jas. 
J. Dolan, who has a store In Concord 
afreet. 
The w alls were up and board­ 
ed in and the building was nearing the 
point for the application of the finish­ 
ing touches. 
H EA R D BLOCKS AWAY. 
The wall ran the whole length of the 
building and was a fire wall dividing 
th e two tenem ent sections, four tene­ 
m e n t* on either side. 
It was stated to 
The Sun reporter that the trem bling 
of the brick wall, before It collapsed, 
could be heard for 
blocks 
away. 
It 


seemed to buckle on (he second floor 
and Immediately following 
the 
first 
crash the streets in th a t vicinity were 
strewn with bricks. 
The wall In Its descent carried with 
it several of the heavy timbers, cross 
beams, etc., carrying 
them 
to 
the 
street. 
One of the cross beams was 
hrok' n from Its rest on one side and 
so carried that It was left with one 
end still fast while the other end was 
swung across the street. 
Fortunately it happened during 
the 
dinner hour and the building and the 
streets near It were practically d esert­ 
ed. 
Some of the bricks fell in rather 
< lose proximity to the store on the op­ 
posite corner and It was decidedly fo r­ 
tunate that the tumble of 
the great 
wall did not carry death in Its path. 
STR E ET S RO PED OFF. 
The streets about the building were 
immediately roped off virid policemen 
are guarding the premises. The build­ 
ing Is now hanging 
by 
w hat 
would 
seem to be a support unsuffirient to 
hold it very long and the fear th a t the 
building Itself might fall is responsible 


for the ropes and police guard. 
It was stated that the wall was an 
eight inch one and that it should have 
be* n a double 
wall and that careless 
construction was responsible 
for 
Its 
collapse. 
Mr. Davis, the architect, in reply to 
questions by The Sun reporter, said 
that the construction of Ho* wall was 
all right, 
lie said that the w eather 
was responsible for the trouble. 
It 
has been so damp, 
he said, th a t 
the 
m ortar did not have a chance to dry. 
When asked who would have to stand 
the expense of the 
affair 
he 
said: 
"That will all depend upon how the 
contract reads." 
The only portion of the building left 
standing as erected is that section of 
It that Is supported by iron posts and 
It Is the belief of 
those 
who 
have 
knowledge of such affairs that by the 
application of more Iron posts all of 
the building can 
be saved without 
a 
general tearing down.

New’ London, but she is not anxious to 
return to the city where she so nearly 
lost her life. 
H er story is an unusual one. 
She 
resides by the 
riverside, and on 
the 
afternoon of Oct. 8, with her daughter 
and a woman companion, she went for 
a row’ on the river. She stopped at her 
fath e r’s and left her daughter, and a f­ 
ter continuing up the river a short dis­ 
tance landed her friend and then head­ 
ed 
across 
the river 
to the 
opposite 
bank. T hat was the last seen of her. 
As Mrs. Sparks relates her story, she 
omits m any im portant facts, but gives 
the best th a t her m emory permits. She 
claim s th a t on 
the 
afternoon of Get. 
8 she W’ent for a row on the river. She 
went 
close to the Groton 
shore, 
and 
while rowing 
slowly along she espied 
what appeared to be a glove lying on 
a rock. 
Standing up in the boat, she 
leaned over the side to reach the second 
glove, and losing her balance, she fell 
into 
the water. As she fell her head 
struck ag a in st a rock. 
She rem em bers 
nothing 
more until 
she awoke aboard a sm all black sloop 
with 
a m ainsail and two Jibs. 
She 
tells of dimly rem em bering her depar 
ture from 
New 
London 
harbor and 
looking over the 
railing a t 
the light 
house. 
Then 
she recalls 
sailing into 
the harbor 
at Fall River, and 
later 
entering Boston harbor. 
W hen she arrived in Boston she at 
once com m unicated 
with her husband. 
who, believing 
her dead, was speech­ 
less with surprise a t the message. He 
at once went to Boston and brought his 
wife to this city. 
This is the version of her escape

Several of the illustra­ 
tions show the methods of F. A. Cutter 
of Pelham, N.

Following 
is 
Mr. 
C ham berlain’s 
introduction 
and 
his 
mention of Mr. C utter 
and his m eth­ 
ods: 
It has often been said th a t forestry 
could only 
be profitably employed by 
corporations, 
governm ental or private, 
and by persons of wealth, because, in 
the first place, 
they 
could afford 
to 
w ait for 
a crop to m ature 
even if it 
required two centuries; and secondly, 
because they alone could afford to em ­ 
ploy a forest engineer 
as a manager. 
The farm er with a 100-acre wood lot or 
small parcel of tim ber land seemed to 
be left entirely without hope so far as 
forestry was concerned. 
The farm er 
has been driven to believe th a t forestry 
is 
a deep, 
mysterious science 
wholly 
beyond the 
mprehension of one not 
learned in the higher m athem atics. 
As 
a m atter of fact, 
the 
farm er can do 
much 
without 
employing 
a forester, 
and the follow!: - examples, while ex­ 
ceptional, show’ w hat can be done. 
The first case Is that of Mr. Frederic 
A. Cutter, of Pelham, New Hampshire, 
a town just across the border 
from 
Lowell, M assachusetts. 
Mr. C u tter’s 
gran d fath er in -1792 secured a ninety- 
acre tract on which 
was 
a 
heavy 
stand of oak with an occasional w’hite 
pine tree- 
About 1816 
this 
tim ber 
was 
laid low in a gale; and 
in 1834 
when Mr. C u tter’s father took posess 
ion of the farm and erected a 
new 
set of buildings, there 
was 
so little 
pine on the place th a t he was obliged 
to buy his lumber. 
From the few 
scattering pines on the place a tract 
of forty acres became thickly seeded 
by nature, and this young tim ber the 
father determined to care for properly. 
Periodically the trees were thinned 
out, and those thus cut in youth w’ent 
to the farm house wood-pile and into 
the brush fences. 
In addition to this 
thinning, Mr. C utter 
and his 
sons 
pruned about an acre of trees each 
year after the growth wras ten years 
old or more, thus providing for clear­ 
er lumber. 
The present Mr. C utter 
states th at his fath e r 
became 
the 
laughing-stock 
of 
the 
neighborhood 
because he persisted in this pruning 
operation. 
JR 
recent 
years 
ML 
C utter has logged a part of this forty 
acres and secured, in round numbers, 
seven hundred thousand feet of lum ­ 
ber, and the rem aining stand he es­ 
tim ates will cut three hundred thous 
and feet board measure. 
This gives 
an average of tw’enty-flve thousand 
feet to the acre. 
Much of the Mlchi 
gan old pine lands cut only about five 
thousand feet 
to 
the 
acre. 
Here, 
then, is a case In which the father has 
sown wisely, for the son 
reaps 
a 
harvest of a million feet of lumber 
from only forty acres. 
On another lot of seven acres where 
Mr. C utter used to pick blackberries 
as a boy some flfty-flve years 
ago. 
he now has a stand of white 
pine 
estim ated to cut two hundred thous­ 
and feet- 
Only a short time ago he 
cut a lot of trees, all white pine, the 
average age of which wras fifty-flve 
years, and seven-eighths of 
the logs 
m easured over e.ixty feet in 
length. 
One pine cut on one of these lots was 
an old landmark. 
A 
sister 
of the 
household at one time coveted this tree, 
when 
it 
was but 
a sapling, 
for 
a 
distaff; but it was saved by her broth­ 
er, Mr. C utter’s father, because of Its 
comeliness 
and promise. 
The father 
was then 18 
years old 
and 
the 
tree 
not more 
than a 
dozen. 
It 
was 
90 
years old when Mr. C utter finally or­ 
dered 
it cut, and it 
scaled 151 
cubic 
feet. 
A third rase of 
successful farm for­ 
estry Is mentioned by Mr. Cutter. 
He 
cites a 53-acre lot in the town of Tyngs- 
horo, Mass., 
which 
was 
a rye 
field 
within the memory 
of men now living 
there. The trees on th at 
lot are not 
yet fully grown, but they w ill scale, so 
Mr. 
C utter Judges, 
from 
150 to 
200 
board feet per tree. The 53 acres orig­ 
inally cost their owner $400. 
During 
his life 
time he cut 
more than 600,000 
feet there himself, and when hts 
es­ 
tate w as lately appraised, it was esti­ 
m ated by good Judges thut 100,000 feet 
w’as still standing. 
Some notes on Mr. C u tter’s methods 
w’ill 
be interesting. 
Mr. C utter 
be­ 
lieves in sowing pine seed and also in 
transplanting seedlings. 
He calls a t ­ 
tention to a lot of six or seven acres in 
his vicinity on which 
seed was sown 
and from which was cut 45 years la t­ 
er. from 20,000 to 25,000 feet to thp acre. 
As to cutting methods, Mr. Cutter he-

it was simply a 
rase of H aghey Jabbing Jackson on the 
face and 
the latter doing 
all In his 
power to avoid punishment. 
In 
the first six rounds Jackson did 
very 
little fighting, 
Haghey 
forcing 
things right 
along. 
In 
the 
seventh 
round the colored m an was lucky enough 
to land a blow hard enough to floor his 
more scientific opponent, although 
the 
blow did little or no damage. 
In the eighth, ninth and tenth rounds

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There is a curiosity out in D unbar­ 
ton, N. H.i which is attractin g a great 
deal of attention from passing tra v ­ 
elers. 
It is a aeries of chutes used in 
getting cord wood off a 
steep and 
rocky hillside, and 
they are objects of 
a good deal of interest among lum ber­ 
men, from the fact th a t they are the 
only device of the kind ever used in 
this vicinity. 
. 
Chutes have been used in Maine an 
in different 
places in the west 
for 
bringing logs off mountain lots where 
the rough nature of the ground made 
teaming a m atte r of great difficulty, 
and some such contrivances have been 
used for cord 
wood. 
B ut as far as 
known, nothing of the kind has CVM 
been 
attem pted 
in 
southern 
Hampshire. 
The chutes are on the woodlot of Mr 
William H* Maxwell, 
which lies 
on 
the left hand side of the road, about 
two m ib s 
out from Amoskeag, 
and 
n ear the junction of the Goffstown and 
D unbarton roads- 
The spot is known 
as G ranite Bluffs 
and the 
Granite 
Bluff springs are located just below 
The Goffstown line passes through the 
lot.Mr. Mux well says 
the chutes 
are 
a great success and have already sav 
od him much more than the cost of 
construction. 
He got his idea 
from 
seeing similar chutes down in Maine. 
He had about 500 cords of wood on 
the lot, oak, chestnut, birch and other 
hard wood. 
It was cut last season, so 
that It Is now well dried, and he had 
n tended to get It off during the com­ 
ing 
winter, 
when 
the snow 
w'oubr 
m ake 
sledding 
possible 
about 
the 
bluff. 
But the high price of wood and 
the dem and for dry fuel prompted him 
to sell his wood at o n c e , and he has 
had his team s busy carting it into the 
city for some time. 
On the easterly side of the lot there 
s a steep hillside almost overhanging 
the D unbarton road—the “bluff,” as it 
s called. 
It Is not quite perpendicu­ 
lar, but It is 
exceedingly 
steep 
and 
rough and rocky and even the wood­ 
c h o p p e r had a rough time of It clam ­ 
berin' 
about 
the hillside When they 
cut the wood. 
F a rth e r back over the 
top of the cliff the land is a little near 
cr level and short team s can be used 
there to haul the wood up to the top of 
the bluff, where the chutes receive it. 
The chutes are simple affairs. 
They 
are m ade of spruce boards, about a 
foot wide, and with 
narrow er 
strips 
nailed along the sides 
to 
form 
a 
square-bottom ed trough. 
The trough 
Is supported on stokes and 
is 
very 
steep. 
There are two of the chutes, 
situated about 200 yards apart, and th<* 
loads of wood are s p o u t e d down the 
one which is most convenient for the 
team s th a t pick it up about the lot- 
The chutes are respectively 300 and 400 
feet in length and the steepest one has 
a descent of 150 feet. 
Mr. Maxwell found that the chutes 
must be very steep to carry the rough 
wood through to the bottom. 
At one 
point a chute was erected that looked 
steep enough, but which failed to give 
the 
wood 
momentum 
enough. 
The 
sticks would slide a little wavs and 
stop, and the 
chute 
would 
become 
clogged half its length. 
So the chute' 
was removed to a steeper nlace and 
the upper end was elevated to gtve It 
a still sharper incline. 
If the chutes had not been construct­ 
ed, Mr. Maxwell would have had to 
haul his wood around by an old sled 
road that winds around the side of the 
hill for a distance of about half a mile. 
W ith 
the chutes he can 
get 
off five 
cords In the time th at would be re ­ 
quired to haul one cord 
around the 
road. 
His men now average to get off 
some eight or ten cords a day, and he 
has from three to seven large 
team s 
working dally, hauling the wood into 
the city. 
The work a t the top of the chute is 
being done principally by two men. 
Albert F ranklin Cleveland and Matt 


Yuan. 
They have a fine pair of heavy 
horses th a t have 
proven 
themselves 
sure footed and zteady on the rough 
ground, and they usually haul about u 
cord a t a load up to the top of the 
chutes, 
Sometimes they put on larger 
loads. 
It is rough ground to get over at the 
best, particularly with a high load on 
wheels, and it requires careful driving. 
The other 
day Cleveland 
and 
Ed. 
Prescott Wf-re hauling up a big load 
when the wheels slewed and the cart 
turned bottom side 
up. 
The 
two 
horses were thrown and rolled over on 
their backs, where they lay until the 
woodsmen loosened the harnesses and 
helped them up. 
F ortunately they es­ 
c a p e d with no worse injury than a 
slight cut on the back of the lower 
horse. 
It Is a lively sight to see the wood* 
come down the chute. It whistles down 
the smooth spruce boards and comes 
out a t the bottom with a velocity that 
shoots it violently into the big pile at 
the foot. 


A GIANT’S HAT. 
In these days of m am m oth hats with 
exaggerated brims, it is something of 
a distinction to own absolutely the 
largest hat in New York. 
There can be no doubt as to which 
of the 
m any 
designs of 
head covet- 
lngs in the city really is the biggest. 
The largest hat is owned by a man 
who lives on the west side of First 
avenue, a few doors 
below Thirty- 
fourth street. 
He is evidently very 
proud of his possession, for he keeps It 
constantly displayed on the outside of 
his house, wrhere everyone may see and 
marvel at it. 
Incidentally the man 
keeps a hat store. 
The biggest hat, it Is safe to say, has 
never seen actual service—that Is, has 
never been worn by anyone. 
No head 
in New York is large enough for such 
an enterprise. 
Instead, it hangs up 
over the doorway as though its owner 
had hung it up on going into the house, 
perhaps because he could not possibly 
get it through the door, and had left 
It hanging there ever since. 
The h at m easures across the brim 
nearly fifteen 
feet and is large in pro­ 
portion. 
The crown, a huge, dom e-like 
affair, is nearly five feet in diam eter 
and rises above the level of the brim 
to a height of nearly two feet. 
The 
hat band is in reality an enormous 
sash. 
The hat is not a Panam a. 
It if were 
ii would doubtless be worth hundreds 
of dollars. 
It has been built of finely 
braided straw and 
but for its size 
would be a stylish hat.

M EN H A D EN AS F E R T IL IZ E R . 
Menhaden has been In favor as a fertll 
lzer, particularly with agriculturists living 
or the Atlantic coast, for a t least a cen 
tury. 
It was the custom In the early 
part of the l?th century am ong farm ers 
living in towns bordering on the bays and 
rivers to go seining for these fish in the 
season. 
For this purpose open boats of 
about ID tons, sharp a t each end, we*f 
used. 
Their cruises were not confined to 
the rivers, but in suitable w eather they 
fished out at sea 
They brought their ratch up into the 
rivers and discharged them in the shores, 
to be spread on the corn and potato fields. 
where the fish were left in the same co n­ 
dition in which they were taken from tile 
water, except^ of course, th at they were 
dead. In this condition they were left to 
decompose in the rays of a hot summer 
sun, by the operation of the air. 
A con­ 
sequence was th at the vicinity of cultivat­ 
ed fields w as a good place to be avoided 
in the sum m er season by those who were 
not partial to th at species of perfumery. 
The fish carcases were scattered broadcast 
and there was no other way to escape the 
aroma, except, as was said before, to 
avoid the vicinity. 
Yet we do not rem em ­ 
ber ever hearing the m atter complained of 
as a menace to health. 
Along about the middle of the 19th cen- 
ury fish oil factories were devised, by 
means of which the oil was extracted 
from the fish and the residue mixed wi'h 
phrsphates and still used for fertilizing 
purposes, for which, with the above addi­ 
tion. 
It was quite as valuable or more so 
thor, In its original form. 
This mater- 
al, in the early stages of its manufacture, 
was loaded upon tho decks of vessels in 
bulk for transport to ports on Long Island 
sot rd. 
Vessels thus loaded, with their 
a rg c es in bulk and exposed to the air. 
were not infrequently driven in here 
by 
stress of weather, for a harbor, when 
heir presence would become known by 
means of 
the olfactories alone. 
They 
sometimes happened in here during the 
prest nee of the yacht fleets, when some 
quite vigorous language was made use of 
contr m in g them : but the only recourse, 
under the circumstances, was to “grin 
and bear it." as the offending vessels had 
tho same right by law as the others.— 
Newport News.

building. 
The building is being erected by Jap. 
J.. Dolan, who has a store in Concord 
street. 
The w alls were up and board­ 
ed in and the building was nearing the 
point for the application of the finish­ 
ing touches. 


H E A R D B L O C K S A W A Y . 


The w all ran the whole length of the 
building and was a fire wall dividing 
the two tenement sections, four tene­ 
ments on either side. 
It was stated to 
The Sun reporter that the trem bling 
of the brick wall, before It collapsed, 
could be Beard for 
blocks 
away. 
It 


seemed to buckle on the second floor 
and im m ediately follow ing 
tho 
first 
crash the streets in that vicin ity were 
strewn w ith bricks. 
The w all in Its descent carried w ith 
it several of the heavy tim bers, cross 
beams, etc., carryin g 
them 
to 
the 
street. 
One of the cross beams was 
brok n from Its rest on one side and 
so carried that it was left with one 
end still fast while the other end wart 
swung across the street. 
Fo rtu n ately it happened during 
the 
dinner hour and the building and the 
streets near it were p ractically desert­ 
ed. 
Some of the bricks fell in rather 
Hose proxim ity to the store on the op­ 
posite corner and It was decidedly fo r­ 
tunate that the tumble of 
the great 
w all did not carry death in Its path.

The streets about the building were 
Im m ediately roped off and policemen 
are guarding the premises. The build­

hold It very long and the fear that the 
building Itself might fall is responsible

It was stated that the w all was an 
eight inch one and that it should have 
bei n a double 
w all and that careless 
construction was responsible

collapse. 
M r. Davis, the architect, In reply* to 
questions by The Sun reporter, said 
that the construction of the wall was 
all right. 
He said that the weather 
was responsible for the trouble.

has been so damp,

A BAD DECISION 


Armstrong Should Have 


Won His Fight 


The Baltimore American has the fol­ 
lowing account of the A rm strong-Jaek- 
son fight: 
The fight between Charles Haghey, 
of Boston 
(white) 
and Young 
Peter 
Jackson of California (colored), a t the 
G erm ania M aennerchor last night was 
not quite as good as 
the local sports 
have been used 
to seeing lately. 
The 
bout went the limit—20 rounds—when 
Rforeree George 
Montz, 
to the utter 
am azem ent 
of the m ajority 
of those 
present, railed it a draw. There is no 
doubt 
in the world 
but th a t Haghey 
should have been given the decision, as 
he 
clearly outpointed his colored 
op­ 
ponent from sta rt to finish. 
From the 
sound of the gong in the first round to 
the end 
of the 29th 
it w as simply a 
case of Haghey jabbing Jackson on the 
face and 
the latter doing 
all in his 
power to avoid punishm ent. 
In 
the first six rounds Jackson did 
very 
little fighting, 
H aghey 
forcing 
hlngs right 
along. In 
the 
seventh 
round the colored man w as lucky enough 
o land a blow bard enough to floor his 
more scientific opponent, although 
the 
blow did little or m o damage. 
In the eighth, ninth and tenth rounds 
both men fought hard and made things 
lively 
for a whtle, 
although 
it was 
plain to see Jackson 
did not want to 
force things, and Haghey 
looked 
the 
least bit tired. 
The colored 
lad 
did 
good work In 
the 
ninth round, which 
was one of 
the few rounds he really 
seemed to want 
to do an y forcing at 
all. 
Jackson m ay be a good fighter, 
but 
he certainly did not show' it last 
night, while Haghey, although he o u t­ 
pointed 
the colored man last night, 
has a great 
deal to learn and should 
train a little harder for his next match, 
as he did not seem 
to be in the best 
of condition last night. 
HAD JACKSON GROGGY. 
The Boston lad had the colored man 
going In the 13th round, but Tailed 
to 
follow up his good work, thereby losing 
a good chance to put his opponent out. 
After this round it was a decidedly tame 
affair, 
H aghey landing 
on face 
and 
head, with Jackson 
doing all in 
his 
power—which was not 
very m uch—to 
land on the Boston lad’s wind. 
Both 
men were decidedly weak and were un­ 
able to land a blow with enough force 
behind It to do an y m aterial damage. 
Entirely 
too much clinching was in­ 
dulged In 
during 
the 
fight 
and AI. 
Herford was kept busy railing “break” 
thinking, no 
doubt, that Montz 
was 
not fast enough in separating the men, 
which really proved 
the case on more 
than one occasion. 
It would hardly 
seem probable that 
M antz would give any other decision 
than 
that of last night when it is re ­ 
membered that Jackson is a home man

There is a curiosity out in D unbar 
ton. N. H.. which Is attractin g a great 
deal of attention from passing trav 
elers. 
It is a aeries of chutes used in 
getting cord wood off 
a 
steep an't 
rocky hillside, and they are objects of 
a good deal of interest among lum ber­ 
men, from the fact that they a r e (he 
only device of the kind ever used in 
this vicinity. 
. 
Chutes have been used in Maine an 
in different 
places in the west 
for 
bringing logs off mountain lots w'here 
the rough n atu re of the ground made 
reaming a m atter of great difficulty, 
and some such contrivances have been 
used for cord 
wood. 
But as far as 
known, nothing of the kind has jv e r 
been 
attem pted 
in 
southern 
Hampshire. 
The chutes are on the woodlot of Mr 
William ll- Maxwell, 
which lies 
on 
the left hand side of the road, about 
two mile** 
out from Amoskeag. 
and 
near the Junction of the Goffstown and 
D unbarton roads. 
The spot is known 
as 
G ranite Bluffs and the 
G ranite 
Bluff springs are located just below 
The Goffstown line passes through the 
lot.Mr. Maxwell says 
the chutes 
are 
a great success and have already s a v ­ 
ed him much more than the cost of 
construction. 
He got his idea 
from 
seeing similar chutes down in Maine 
He had about SOO cords of wood on 
the lot, oak, chestnut, birch and other 
hard wood. 
It was cut last season, so 
th a t it is now well dried, and he had 
intended to get it off during the com ­ 
ing 
winter, 
when the snow 
woukr 
make 
sledding 
possible 
about 
the 
bluff. 
But the high price of w'ood and 
the dem and for dry fuel prompted him 
to sell his w'ood at once, and he has 
had 
his team s busy carting it into the 
city for some time. 
On the easterly side of the lot there 
is a steep hillside almost overhanging 
the Dunbarton road—the “bluff,” as it 
la called. 
It is not quito perpendicu­ 
lar, but it is 
exceedingly 
steep 
and 
rough and rocky and even the wood­ 
c h o p p e r had a rough time of it clam ­ 
b erin' 
about 
the hillside when they 
cut the wood. 
F arth er hack over the 
top of the cliff the land is a little n e a r­ 
er level and short team s can be used 
there to haul the wood up to the top of 
the bluff, where the chutes receive it. 
The chutes are simple affairs. 
They 
are made of spruce boards, about a 
foot wide, and with 
narrow er 
strips 
nailed along the sides 
to 
form 
a 
square-bottom ed trough. 
The trough 
is supported on stakes and 
is 
very 
steep. 
There are two of the chutes 
situated about 209 yards apart, and th ^ 
loads of w’ood are spouted down the 
one which is most convenient for the 
team s that pick it up about the lot 
The chutes are respectively 300 and 400 
feet in length an d the steepest one has 
a descent of 150 feet. 
Mr. Maxwell found that the chutes 
must he very steep to carry the rough 
w'ood through to the bottom. 
At one 
point a chute was erected that looked 
steep enough, but which failed to give 
the 
wood 
mom entum 
enough. 
The 
sticks would slide a little w ays and 
stop, and the 
chute 
would 
become 
clogged half Its length. 
So the chute’ 
was removed to a steeper nlace an*! 
the upper end was elevated to give It 
a still sharper Incline. 
If the chutes had not been co n stru c t­ 
ed. Mr. Maxwell would have had to 
haul his wmod around by an old sled 
road that winds around the side of the 
hill for a distance of about half a mile. 
W ith 
the chutes he can 
get 
off five 
cords in the time th at would he re ­ 
quired to haul one cord 
around the 
road. 
His men now’ average to get off 
some eight or ten cords a day, and he 
has from three to seven large 
team s 
w orking daily, hauling the wood into 
the city. 
The work at the top of the chute is 
being done principally by tw’o men. 
Albert Franklin Cleveland and M att 


Yuan. 
They have a fine pair of heavy 
horses th a t have 
proven 
themselves 
sure footed and steady on the rough 
ground, and they usually haul about a 
cord a t a load up to the top of the 
chuted. 
Sometimes they put on larger 
loads. 
It Is rough ground to get over a t the 
best, particularly with a high load on 
wheels, and it requires careful driving. 
The other 
day Cleveland 
and 
Ed. 
Prescott w'ere hauling up a big load 
when the wheels slewed and the cart 
turned bottom side 
up* 
The 
two 
horses were thrown and rolled over on 
their backs, where they lay until the 
woodsmen loosened the harnesses and 
helped them up. 
F ortunately they es­ 
caped with no worse Injury than a 
slight cut on the back of the lower 
horse. 
It Is a lively sight to see the wood* 
come down the chute. It whistles down 
the smooth spruce boards and cornea 
out at the bottom with a velocity that 
shoots it violently into the big pile a t 
the foot. 


A GIANT'S HAT. 
In these days of m am m oth hats with 
exaggerated brims, it Is som ething of 
a distinction to own 
absolutely 
the 
largest h at in New- York. 
There can be no doubt as to which 
of the 
m any 
designs of 
head cover­ 
ings in the city really is the biggest. 
The largest hat Is owned by a man 
who lives on the w'est side of First 
avenue, 
a few doors 
below Thirty- 
fourth 
street. 
He is evidently very 
proud of his possession, for he keeps It 
constantly displayed on the outside of 
his house, where everyone m ay see and 
marvel at it. 
Incidentally the man 
keeps a h at store. 
The biggest hat, it is safe to say, has 
never seen actual service—th at is, has 
never been worn by anyone. 
No head 
in New' York is large enough for such 
an enterprise. 
Instead, it hangs up 
over the doorway as though its owner 
had hung it up on going into the house, 
perhaps because he could not possibly 
get it through the door, and had left 
it hanging there ever since. 
The h at measures across the brim 
nearly fifteen 
feet and is large in pro­ 
portion. 
The erow'n, a huge, dome-like 
affair, is nearly five feet in diam eter 
and rises above the level of the brim 
to a height of nearly two feet. 
The 
hat band is in reality an enormous 
sash. 
The h at is not a Panam a. 
It if were 
it would doubtless be w’orth hundreds 
of dollars. 
It has been built of finely 
braided straw and 
hut for its size 
would be a stylish hat. 


MENHADEN AS FERTILIZER. 
Menhaden has been in favor as a fertil­ 
izer. particularly with aerical!turists living 
or the Atlantic coast, for at least a cen­ 
tury, 
It was the custom In the early 
part of the 17th century among farmers 
living in towrns bordering on the bays and 
rivers to go seining for these fish in the 
season. 
For this purpose open boats of 
bout IO tons, sharp at each end. w’e"f 
used. 
Their cruises were not confined to 
the rivers, but. in suitable weather they 
fished out at sea 
They brought their ratch up into the 
rivers and discharged them in the shores 
o be spread on the corn and potato fields, 
where the fish were left, in the same con­ 
dition in which they w'ere taken from the 
water, except, of course, that they were 
dead. In this condition they were left to 
decompose in the rays of a hot summer 
sun. by the operation of the air. 
A con­ 
sequence was that the vicinity of cultivat­ 
ed fields was a good place to he avoided 
in the summer season bv those who were 
not partial to that species of perfumery 
The fish carcases were scattered broadcast 
and th* re was no other way to escape the 
aroma, except, as was said before, to 
avoid the vleinlty. 
Yet we do not remem­ 
ber ever hearing the matter complained of 
a‘< a menace to health

Attention 
h a t recently been called to this fact by 
the appeal of a committee of antiqua­ 
rians in thia city for funds for the 
preservation of an almost forgotten 
•tructure Intimately associated with the 
memory of General W ashington—old 
Pohlck church, standing five or six 
miles from Mount Vernon. It was built 
in 1772 from plans furnished by W ash ­ 
ington 
himself, 
w-ho 
also 
attended 
church there occasionally, and one of 
Its rectors was quaint Parson Weems, 
who 
afterw ard 
became 
notorious 
through his life of W ashington contain­ 
ing the “cherry tree” incident. The old 
church certainly deserves better trea t­ 
ment than It haa received in the past, 
but it is not by any means the only 
structure in America connected with 
nam es famous in our history which has 
been allowed to fall into neglect. 
If the acope of this letter were not so 
restricted, I might mention perhaps a 
hundred houses throughout the land, 
m any of w'hlch I have personally visit­ 
ed, m easures for the preservation of 
which should be taken without delay. 
Some, like Mount Vernon, The H er­ 
mitage, etc., are already in the custody 
of appreciative people; but there are 
others, some near here, th a t should re­ 
ceive attention before it is too late. In 
Alexandria, for instance, stands the old 
building

occupied 
by

Braddock aa headquarters, where he 
held that famous conference with the 
•oloaiaJ governors, and about five miles 


from Mount Vernon is quaint old Gun* 
ston Hall, once the residence of W ash­ 
ington's friend and adviser, George Ma­ 
son. 
And then there are Montpelier 
and Monticello, the homes of Madison 
and Jefferson, both enshrined In the 
hearts of the people. 
A movement Is 
already 
afoot 
to 
rescue 
St. 
John’s 
church In Richmond, Va., more than 160 
years old. 
in which 
Patrick Henry 
enunciated his Immortal phrase, “Give 
m s liberty or give me death.” 
There 


are m any structures throughout the 
south and w’est as well as In the north 
and east that are more than locally fa­ 
mous and deserving well of the people 
who know them best and have loved 
them longest, but lf only a few are 
mentioned In this letter attention may 
be directed to the rest and thus a good 
movement started. 
The only building here in W ashing­ 
ton that was once owned by the great 
roan after whom this city was named is 


an unpretentious and even ugly struc- , 
ture on Capitol hill that would not com­ 
mand a second glance from unybody. 
There is no coherence of civic pride in 
this city, and so It is not expected that 
we should be greatly exercised over a n ­ 
cient buildings, but one would expect 
more of a city like Baltimore, for ex­ 
ample, with its historic traditions. 
But 
the Baltimoreans have for years a l­ 
lowed the one time home of Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton to bs used as a 


common tenement, though it was once 
a show place of the city. 
It m ust be 
confessed that the Philadelphians have 
done better by their ancient worthies, 
as. for Instance. In taking over the 
house built by John Bartram , A m er­ 
ica’s first and a t one tlrno the world’s 
foremost botanist. 
It was a New York­ 
er who only this year rescued from de­ 
struction the cabin in 
K entucky In 
which Abe Lincoln was born, offered for 
sale ca account of arrears in taxes. 


New York has done well in regard to 
the m any historic landm arks within its 
borders, as witness the rescue of the 
Van Courtland! mansion, which has 
been taken Into its park system, and 
the proposed reservation of the Jumel 
mansion on W ashington heights, one of 
General W ashington’s numerous head­ 
quarters. 
Old F raunce’s tavern, down 
In the business part of New York city, 
where W ashington bade his brother of­ 
ficers farewell in 1783, will, it is hoped, 
soon be added to the list of rescued 
houses famous in history. 
New Jersey, 
Connecticut. Rhode Island—In fact, all 
the middle and eastern states—are rich 
in historic homes, some of which have 
been taken up by patriotic societies and 
individuals. 


All along the coast of New England 
are scattered points of contact with the 
early settlement of our country. 
The 
state of M assachusetts has for a long 
time been engaged In historical rescue 
work, and most of Its homes of the co­ 
lonial period, of the time of the Indian 
w'ars 
and 
the 
Revolution—and 
they 
are m any—have been marked for pres­ 
ervation. Salem, with memories of Cot­ 
ton M ather and the witchcraft times. 
still holding fast to the House of Seven 
Gables, H aw thorne’s birthplace and the 
custom house, forma with Lexington 
( and Concord a historic triad for all good > 
Americans. 
As to Boston, the streets 
of which were a thousand times trod 
by the greatest scholars and statesmen 
of our country, it claims—and has been 
almost granted—a distinction apart and 
high. 
W ithout alluding to such struc- 
tures as Faneuil hall, the old state­ 
house, the Old South meeting house, ■ 
etc., it may be pointed out that until i 
recent years houses were still standing!

W ASHINGTON. Oct. 29.—Confirma­ 
tion of the news of the surrender of 
the revolutionary general, Uribe-Uribe, 
w as contained In the following dis­ 
patch received at the Colombian lega­ 
tion here last night: 
“Panam a, Oct. 28.—Uribe-Uribe 
and 
Castillo (another revolutionary gener­ 
al) surrendered at Ha Cienaga with a 
large quantity of arm s and am m u n i­ 
tion.” 
The legation official? 
declare 
that 
with the surrender of Uribe-Uribe th'1 
life of the rebellion in the Interior of 
Colombia has received its death blow 
and that the complete pacification of 
th a t portion of the country m ust inev­ 
itably follow. 
He was, they nay, the 
acknowledged leader of the movement 
against the governm ent and by his en ­ 
ergy and perseverance in raising and 
equipping troops and securing assist­ 
ance from the outside, has kept the 
revolution going for some years. 
In the state of Santanader 
a t 
the 


head of an arm y of over 10,000 men he 
seriously menaced the capital, Bogota, 
until he was defeated by a superior 
governm ent force on the 20th of May, 
1900, when 
the 
casualties 
numbered 
about Ii,OOO men in all. 
It has been re­ 
peatedly asserted by the officials here 
that Gen. Uribe-Uribe received sub­ 
stantial aid from the governm ent of 
Venezuela, he having visited Uaraeas 
and had frequent interviews with P re s­ 
ident Castro. 
L ast year he visited the 
United s ta te s and for a 
time was in 
correspondence with the officials of the 
legation with a view to reaching hon­ 
orable term s of capitulation, but the 
efforts in th a t direction were w ithout 
substantial 
result 
and 
Gen. 
Uribe- 
Uribe returned to Colombia and again 
took up arm s against the government. 
Gen. Castillo, who surrendered with 
Uribe-Uribe, is about 50 years of age. 
and previous to joining 
forces 
with 
Uribe-Uribe 
was a 
guerilla 
general 
who gave the governm ent a great deal 
of trouble.

ment of more than 40,000 tons, have 
been set afloat from the shipyards of 
three different nations. 
The great seven masted schooner, 
which was the first ever constructed 
and is next to the largest sailing ves­ 
sel In the world, w*as the first to take 
the water and is now in commission, 
flying the flag of the United States. As 
the schooner is peculiarly an American 
type of vessel, the first of Its kind h av ­ 
ing been launched In Gloucester, Mass., 
In 1713. this country takes a certain sort 
of pride in the big Thomas W. Law'son, 
built at the Fore River works in M as­ 
sachusetts and now engaged in the 
coasting trade of this country. It is of 
steel throughout, is 
over all> 
has a beam of 50 feet, depth of 34 feet, 
a m ainm ast 182 feet high from step to j 
truck, a nail area of 40.600 square feet, 
a displacement of 10,000 tons and dead I 
w e ig h t cargo capacity of 7,500 tons. 
These, in brief, are Its figures in outline, j 
the details being too m any to mention. 
The giant schooner was constructed 
like a steamship, but without propelling 
m achinery such as boilers and engines, 
depending for propulsion upon its sails, 
m anaged by only nineteen men. 
Econ­ 
omy and relative ease of managem ent 
are the attractive features of the fore 
and aft sailing craft Uke the schooner. 
which recommend It to the seafarers of 
this country. But there are boilers and 
engines for auxillary use, as for the 
hoisting of sails, anchors and cargo. 


1 steam pumps and all the latest Inven­ 
tions in labor saving gear. 
It was thought that the United States 
: held the record for the largest sailing 
vessel, as of yore it held it for the finest 
I clipper ships the world has ever seen, 
I but a short time ago the Germans 
launched a square rigger at H am burg 
the dimensions of which slightly su r­ 
pass those of the T. W. Lawson. 
This 
ship is the Preussen, now called the 
largest of her kind in the world, being 
440 feet In length, 60 in breadth and 33 
in depth of hold, with a displacement 
of 11,150 tons and capable of carrying 
8,000 tons, 
Bhe ulso is of steel—hull, 
m asts and yards—there being no wood 
at all aloft except in the blocks. 
While 
depending upon her sails for propulsion, 
the Preussen, like the Lawson, impress­ 
es steam m achinery to work her cap­ 
stans, 
winches, 
pumps und 
steering 
gear, but against the schooner nineteen 
men all told she carries u crew of forty- 
six. 
Bhe belongs to a H am burg firm 
and is now on her first voyage to the 
west coast of South America. 
The preceding d ata prove conclusive­ 
ly that the world is not likely to forget 
the days of clipper ships and fast sail­ 
ing privateer schooners of the A m er­ 
ican types. 
F or a certain sort of m er­ 
chant marine, such as heavy coasting 
and long voyaging, the sailing craft I 
will continue to hold their own for 
many a year to come. 
But the steam 
age is here and has made its impress; 
so th at there wl 11 never he a reversion 
to sailing vessels as a class.

I for 3.000 passengers of all classes, ape-

The first close pas­ 
senger# are to have palatial accommo­ 
dations. some of the suits Including 
parlor, bedroom and bathroom, while 
there will be a unique feature for sin­ 
gle people in stateroom# furnished with 
one berth each. The experiment of com­ 
fortable rooms and magnificent equip­ 
ment wa# tried in the Oceanic and Cel­ 
tic and will be further extended in the 
latest vessel of the clans, the Cedric, 
which will make her initial trip in De­ 
cember.

ly been arrived at, to make all rates on 
Imports into China specific rather than 
ad valorem, nine-tenths or more of th# 
article being thus listed. 
Heretofore tha 
ad valorem system has been in use, the 
result being th at many frauds have been 
perpetrated and the revenues reduced to 
point Tar below the needs of the Chi­ 
nese government. 
The effort under the 
old system was to levy a tariff amount­ 
ing to five per cent, on the value of all 
goods Imported, hut the percentage waa 
calculated upon a silver basts. 
Under 
the new arrangem ent the calculation ta 
made up on a gold basts, the specific du­ 
ties provided are also Intended to be 
on tho five per cent, rate. 
The rats 
is not changed but the adoption of the 
gold basts will have the effect of an In­ 
crease. 
Tho new tariff Is to go Into 
effect the 31st Instant "the first, day of 
the tenth Chinese moon."

PRESIDENT ELECTED

being considered dead and in a w atery 
grave for 20 days, 
Mrs. Sidney Sparks 
has turned up alive and well, 
coming 
here from Boston, where she w as land­ 
ed 
by her rescuers. 
H er home is In 
New London, but she Is not anxious to 
return to the city where she so nearly 
lost her life. 
H er story Is an unusual one. 
She 
resides by the 
riverside, and on 
the 
afternoon of Oct. 8. with her daughter 
and a woman companion, she w ent for 
a row on the river. 
She stopped a t her 
fath e r’s and left her daughter, and a f­ 
ter continuing up the river a short dis­ 
tance landed her friend and then h ead ­ 
ed 
across 
the river 
to the 
opposite 
bank. T hat was the last seen of her. 
As Mrs. Sparks relates her story, she 
omits m any Im portant facts, but gives 
the best th at her memory permits. She 
claims th a t on 
the 
afternoon of Oct. 
she went for a row on the river. She 
w ent close to the Groton 
shore, 
and 
while rowing 
slowly along she espied 
w hat appeared to be a glove lying on 
rock. 
Standing up In the boat, she 
leaned over the side to reach the second 
glove, and losing her balance, she fell 
into 
the water. As she fell her head 
struck against a rock. 
She rem em bers 
nothing 
more until 
she awoke aboard a small black sloop 
with 
a m ainsail and two Jibs. 
She 
tells of dimly remem bering her depar­ 
ture from 
New 
London 
harbor and 
looking over the 
railing at 
the light 
house. Then 
she recalls 
sailing Into 
the harbor 
at Fall River, and 
later 
entering Boston harbor. 
When she arrived in Boston she at 
once communicated 
with her husband, 
who, believing 
her dead, was speech­ 
less with surprise at the message. He 
at once went to Boston and brought his 
wife to this city. 
This Is the version of her escape

given to the police by Mrs. Sparks. Be­

the actual success of some New E ng­ 
land farm ers. 
Several of the illustra­ 
tions show the methods of F. A. Cutter 
of Pelham, N. 
H. Following 
is 
Mr. 
Cham berlain’s 
Introduction 
and 
his 
mention of Mr. C utter 
and his m eth­ 
ods: 
It has often been said th a t forestry 
could only 
be profitably employed by 
corporations, 
governmental or private, 
and by persons of wealth, because, in 
the first place, 
they 
could afford 
to 
walt for 
a crop to m ature 
even if it 
required two centuries; and secondly, 
because they alone could afford to em­ 
ploy a forest engineer 
as a manager. 
The farm er with a 100-acre wood lot or 
small parcel of tim ber land seemed to 
be left entirely without hope so far as 
forestry was concerned. 
The farm er 
has been driven to believe th a t forestry 
is a deep, 
mysterious science 
wholly 
beyond the 
mprehension of one not 
learned In the higher m athem atics. 
As 
a m a tter of fact, 
the 
farm er can do 
much 
without 
employing 
a forester, 
and the follow!! • examples, while ex­ 
ceptional, show w hat can be done. 
The first case is that of Mr. Frederic 
A. Cutter, of Pelham, New Hampshire, 
a town just across the border 
from 
Lowell, M assachusetts. 
Mr. C utter's 
gran d fath er in 1792 secured a ninety- 
acre tract on which 
was 
a 
heavy 
stand of oak with an occasional white 
pine tree- 
About 1816 
this 
timber 
was 
laid low in a gale; and 
in 1834 
when Mr. C u tter’s father took posess- 
lon of the farm and erected a 
new 
set of buildings, there 
w as 
so little 
pine on the place that he was obliged 
to buy his lumber. 
From the few 
scattering pines on the place a tract 
of forty acres became thickly seeded 
by nature, and this young tim ber the 
father determined to care for properly. 
Periodically the trees were thinned 
out, and those thus cut in youth went 
to the farm house wood-pile apd into 
the brush fences- 
In addition to this 
thinning, Mr. C utter 
and his 
sons 
pruned about an acre of trees each 
year after the growth w as ten years 
old or more, thus providing for clear­ 
er lumber. 
The present Mr. Cutter 
states th a t his father 
became 
the 
laughing-stock of 
the 
neighborhood 
because he persisted in this pruning 
operation. 
bn recen t 
years 
MV. 
C utter has logged a part of this forty 
acres and secured, in round numbers, 
seven hundred thousand feet of lum ­ 
ber, and the rem aining stand he es­ 
tim ates will cut three hundred thous­ 
and feet board measure. 
This gives 
an average of twenty-five thousand 
feet to the acre. 
Much of the Michi­ 
gan old pine lands cut only about five 
thousand feet 
to 
the 
acre. 
Here, 
then, is a case in which the father has 
sown wisely, for the son 
reaps 
a 
harvest of a million feet of lumber 
from only forty acres. 
On another lot of seven acres where 
Mr. Cutter used to pick blackberries 
as a boy some fifty-five years 
ago, 
he now has a stand of w hite 
pine 
estim ated to cut two hundred thous­ 
and feet- Only a short time ago he 
cut a lot of trees, all white pine, the 
average age of which was fifty-five 
years, and seven-eighths of 
the logs 
measured over sixty feet In 
length. 
One pine cut on one of these lots was 
an old landm ark. 
A 
sister 
of the 
household at one time coveted this tree, 
when 
It 
was but 
a sapling, 
for 
a 
distaff: but It was saved by her broth­ 
er, Mr. C utter’s father, because of its 
comeliness 
and promise. 
The father 
was then 18 
years old and 
the 
tree 
not more 
than a 
dozen. 
It 
was 
90 
years old when Mr. Cutter finally or­ 
dered 
It cut, and It 
scaled 151 
cubic 
feet. 
A third case of successful farm for­ 
estry is mentioned by Mr. Cutter. 
He 
cites a 53-acre lot in the town of Tyngs- 
boro, Mass., 
which 
was 
a rye 
field 
within the mem ory of men now living 
there. The trees on that 
lot are not 
yet fully grown, but they will scale, so 
Mr. 
C utter judges, 
from 
150 to 
200 
board feet per tree. The 53 a tre s orig­ 
inally cost their owner $400. 
During 
hts life time he cut 
more than 600,000 
feet there himself, and when his 
es­ 
tate was lately appraised, It was esti­ 
mated by good judges th at 100,000 feet 
was still standing. 
Some notes on Mr. C utter’s 
methods 
will be Interesting. 
Mr. C utter 
be­ 
lieves in sowing pine seed and also in 
transplanting seedlings. 
He calls a t ­ 
tention to a lot of six or seven acres In 
his vicinity on which

Menhaden has bopn in favor as a fertil­ 
izer. particularly with agriculturists living 
or the Atlantic coast, for at least a cen­ 
tury. 
It was the custom in the early 
p art of the 17th century among farmers 
living In towns bordering on tfye hays and 
rivers to go seining for these fish in the 
season. 
For this purpose open boats of 
about IO tons, sharp at each end. w e e 
used. 
Their cruises w’ere not confined t 
the rivers, but in suitable w eather they 
fished out at sea 
They brought their catch up Into the 
rivers and discharged them in the shores, 
to he spread on the corn and potato fields.

dead. In this condition they were left to 
decompose in the rays of a hot summer 
sun. by the operation of the air.

L ‘y b a F. Litchfield, the first w itness 
called, testified: 
"I went into m y barn

Just as I stepped over the h a y ­ 
mow I saw Officer 
Harrub and said: 
“W here the devil did you com e from ?” 
He answered: "You’re sneaking aw ay; 
I want you on a liquor case.” 
Then he 
clinched. 
I pushed him a w a y and fell 
down a chute onto the barn floor. H ar­ 
rub cam e down the stairs. 
W hen we 
met Harrub said, “Cover him," and S il­ 
via and you n g Harrub pointed revol­ 
vers at me. 
W e clinched again on the 
floor. I w as hit with the officers’ clubs. 
Alfred Clapp and Jam es 
B a ile y ,* 
father-in-law , were attracted 
noise. 
Clapp pulled the men 
I rap into the house ar 
door.

brought out that Litchfield and 
H a r­ 
rub, both of 
whom are constables 
in 
Scituate, had a dispute over their Indi­ 
vidual authority at Scituate Harbor in 
July. 
Jam es Bailey testified to 
being

tracted by the 
noise.

officers 
pointed revolvers at 
him. 
H e 
saw 
Litchfield hit with clubs or handcuffs 
until blood ran. 
H e saw no one except 
Clapp touch the officers. 
Harrub told 
him they had com e to sum m on L itch ­ 
field on a liquor case, but had not su c ­ 
ceeded in doing so. 
Mrs. Laura W . Litchfield corrobor­ 
ated the testim ony of the first two w it­ 
nesses and said that when she entered 
the barn Silvia 
and

pointed revolvers at 
her.

w as brought out that the gun Clapp 
brought into the barn had neither bar­ 
rel loaded.
